I 
think it can be safely included that the 
Royal Jokers is another name for The 
Serenaders. The following information 
comes from Billboard Magazine. In the Oct. 
16, 1954 issue appears a short notice 
"Venus Records, Detroit, has issued a new 
group called the Royals". The Nov. llth. 
issue contained a revue of Venus #103 and 
another small bit stating "The Royals on 
Venus have changed their name to the Royal 
Jokers.'"' I have a picture of the Royal 


Jokers that is identical to the one that 
you ran but it says that they are the 
Royal Jokers. We can assume at least that 
some of the Serenaders became the Royal 
Jokers. I don't know when Fortune #840 by 
The Royal Jokers came out, but it was 
probably in 1958 or later. The Royal 
Jokers were on Atco from Aug. 1955 to Feb. 
1957. The Atco and Fortune sides show Noah 
Howell and Ted Green as the writers on 
most of their sides. All in all a great 
article, which sent me running to my files 
shouting "Yes Yes Yes". That's my idea of 
a good R/B magazine.

On April 19, 1971, I began a friendship at the birthplace of "Memories Of You" and "Life Is But A 
Dream" on 119th Street in Manhattan with Raoul Cita (organizer and arranger), Willie Winfield (lead tenor), 
Jimmie Beckum (2nd tenor) Bill Dempsey (lst tenor) and Curtis Cherebin (bass-baritone). These gentlemen who 
take their music seriously, have had a long history since 1953 of successes, disappointments, influences 
from other groups and personnel changes. 

The Harptones are the classic example of the early New York street corner R/B group whose members and 
tunes were borrowed and exchanged and whose mellow harmonizing could be heard up and down Lenox and 8th 
Avenues. In 1953 the group included Willie, Nicky Clark, Dempsey, Bill Brown, Bill Galloway known as Dicey 
and Cita emerged as the original Harptones after such gigs at "Apollo Amateur Night" and "Spotlight On 
Harlem." If you ask Dempsey and Cita about what groups influenced them most, you'll be told about the 
"Glory of Love" - Five Keys, "Stolen Love" - Larks and many of the Swallows recordings. The 5 Keys' impact 
on the group is more than just a passing fancy for "Glory of Love." Ask Willie for his favorite old record 
and he'll tell you: "How Long." Before coming to New York City in 1953, Willie lived in Virginia near his 
cousin Dickie Smith. Yes! The Dickie Smith of "Ghost of a Chance" and "White Cliffs of Dover" fame. At one 
time Willie rehearsed with the Five Keys, taking the place of Rudy West and at other times, Ulysses K. Hicks. 
However when things didn't work out, he came to NYC and joined a group called the Harps. Singing as the 
Harps under the Manhattan Bridge on Monroe Street were Willie, his brothers; Clyde and Jimmie, Dicey and 
Johnny Bronson. 

In early 1953, Dicey went looking for a piano player and found on 115th Street and 7th-8th Avenues a 
group called the Skylarks (singing since 1951) that included Cita, Dempsey (lead), Curtis, Sonny Cooke, 
someone named Skillum and Freddy Taylor who penned the group's own "My Dear Dearest Darling," which was 
later cut by the Five Willows who were up the street on Lenox Avenue between 114th and 115th Streets. On 
115th Street between 7th and 8th was Lover Patterson's group the 5 Crowns including "Yonkie," and three 
Clark brothers including Poppa and Nicky. As friendships were broken, new ones made and greetings received 
from DD Eisenhower, Dicey and Willie joined Cita. Dempsey and Curtis. Eventually, Billie Brown replaced 
Curtis who stayed in school and Nicky was added, the name was changed because of another group called the 
Harps, Cita met Leo Rogers, Monte Bruce and Morty Craft at Bruce Records and the Harptones were born. 

The Harptones, whose sound remains relatively unchanged in 1971, have endured several personnel changes 
and substitutions. In 1955, when Dicey was drafted, the soulful voice of Jimmie Beckum was added. No re- 
placement was actually ever found for Bill Brown after his untimely death in 1956. However, the group did 
re-employ the services of Freddy Taylor when Jimmie was sick and a girl Harriet "Toni" Williams Brown as 
a fill-in for Dempsey while he attended to his cancer stricken father in 1956. Toni's voice, including two 
other Joytones, can be heard on the Rama and Gee sides of "That's The Way It Goes" and "Cry Like I Cried". 
Never to miss a trick as a connoisseur of feminine allure, Bill Dempsey was quick to relate how Toni was 
the foxiest chick that all the groups had, even putting Zola Taylor of the Platters to shame. In 1956 when 
"What is Your Decision" was recorded for Leo Rogers' Andrea label, the session included Willie, Dempsey, 
Jimmie and Bobby Spencer who Cita has tagged as one of the finest harmony and lead singers around. Bobby 
has also sung with the Crickets, Chords, Cadillacs and is today with Harold Winley's edition of the Clovers. 
Curtis did not regain full status in the group until 1958 when he joined Willie, Dempsey, Toni and get this; 
Milton Love from the Solitaires. 

If you've attended any of the Revival Shows, the tenor range you've heard reaching out on "A Sunday Kind 
Of Love" and "Life Is But A Dream" belongs to the multi-talented Jimmy Beckum. When Dicey was drafted in 
1954 and the group was looking for a soloist who could belt out those rockers that appealed so much to the 
audiences at the Apollo - Jimmy was the Answer. A relative of Willie through marriage, Jimmy first recorded 
with the group on "Life Is But A Dream" and still leads on his own composition, "You're Gonna Need Me Some- 
day", a side that was never released. He also wrote "Thats What The Angels Said" and will be featured in 
an upcoming article for his own work on "Laughing On The Outside" when he was lead for the Majors on Derby 
in 1953. One reason why the Harptones are such a solid vocal group today is because of his shownmanship to 
lead on a ballad and belt out a rocker such as "Fine Little Girl." 

Bad management, poor contracts and exploitation are bad experiences that many 50's groups suffered. The 
Harptones felt that Bruce records could have exerted a greater effort in distribution and promation as their 
appearances were limited to the metropolitan area, Conn., N.J. and D.C. They never had a chance to visit the 
coast even though their records had been heard there. Most recording contracts had a 30 or 60 or 90 day Clause 
that prohibited the cover of a number by another company. Perhaps the Harptones were lucky in that they weren't 
as heavily and successfully covered as were the Spaniels and Moonglows. However "the only really dirty thing 
that was done to us" according to Cita was that while they were doing 22 takes to record "Why Should I Love 
You" for Bruce, the Four Lads whose offices were right down the hall in the same building at 1650 Broadway 
released the same recording in a day as a flip side of "Skokian". This tended to knock the Harptones' version 
out of the Juke boxes. Later in 1956, as contestants on Arthur Godfrey's Talent Scouts, the Harptones per- 
formed "Why Should I Love You". In spite of finishing second and being subject to ridicule by Godfrey's sub 
host Jack Paar, the group did manage a few gigs from their appearance. I can remember the Harptones in a flat- 
footed tie with the eventual winner. Cita claims that when Godfrey was on, two winners would be declared in 
case of a tie over 100+ on that silly applause meter. I can also recall a D.J. from WLIB by the name of Evelyn 
rapping with Paar about the Flamingos, Cadillacs and El Dorados. Of course, Paar made fun of all these names. 
No one in the group knows where Evelyn is today. 
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On the subject of unreleased masters, the 10" EP reportedly produced by Bruce was never released 
even though a cover had been prepared. "Where the Hell did you get that from" was Cita's response to 
hearing "Loving A Girl Like You" which was recorded on the same session as "Memories of You” in 1954 
and probably released in 1964 by the fanciwork of the late Leo Rogers. 

It's hard for the group to remember unreleased masters as they usually recorded four to six numbers 
at every session every 3-4 months but Willie does recall such material as "That's What the Angels Said", 
"I'l) String Along With You" and Jimmie's singing of a thing called "Pocketbook." The biggest surprise 
of all occurred while we were listening to "My Success" on Paradise when Willie and Cita commented that 
in addition to "Life," the group had also prepared with "harmony going down in seconds," the tightest 
rendition of "Please Kiss This Letter." The song was never recorded by the Harptones as they soon left 
Paradise/Old Town to record for Roulette, It was later released as a Solitaires flip side on "Walkin' 
Along." 

tiie theme that seems to stand out with the old group is that many do not own copies of their 
recordings. You would think that some momento would remain but there were usually overriding circum- 
stances such as when Willie would take his last recording and put it in a local jukebox to plug the 
Harptones. When bankruptcy came knocking on that local establishment's door, along went "No Greater 
Miracle" and "Life Is But A Dream." 


SOME RANDOM NOTES 


BUNNY PAUL: "Honey Love/I'll Never Tell" Harptones backed her up on Essex in 1955, recorded in NYC 
and distributed in Newark. Only Bunny was from Texas. 
“T DEPENDED ON YOU": Willie missed rehearsal one night. When he returned the boys had picked out a 
part so high that he couldn't make it; Nicky Clark sang lead and even had to switch notes in the chan- 
nels of the song with Willie. Nicky was one of those rare artists who could have perfect control be- 
tween falsetto and natural levels. When the group appeared in person in D.C. once without Nick, they 
had to avoid singing the song. 
"SUNSET": Written in 1963 by the group's lawyer's son, Ted Troob. 
Tit "B" SIDES: Cita wrote "Fine Little Girl" for dancing not singing, that’s why it was never recorded. 
Curtis used to sing it with the Skylarks in 1951. "Oobidee, Ooo" was a groove in its time just as "Sh- 
boom" and certainly a lot better than "Just for Laughs" according to Cita. 
"NO GREATER MIRACLE: Cita's favorite song - recorded at RCA Victor Studios on 22nd Street and Lexington 
Avenue. Harmony assisted by two of the Joytones who Cita managed. Morty Craft was mentioned in an alleg- 
ed payola scandal involving this song in 1962. 
"LAUGHING ON THE OUTSIDE": Recorded at the "not so hot" RKO Studios on 106th Street. 
: Recorded at Fulton on same set as "Memories of You." On this set, Don Gardner 

played drums, Jimmie Smith - the organ. 
"ALMOST LOST MY MIND": Sam Taylor played the tenor sax while Mickey Baker accompanied on guitar. Break 
Sung by Nicky. Willie always wanted to end song with falsetto: "This time she's gone for good - bye bye 
baby, bye, bye." 
“LIFE IS BUT A DREAM": The first time Jimmie Beckum sang with the group after he left the Majors on Derby 
where "Laughing on the Outside" was recorded, 
"WHAT IS YOUR DECISION": Recorded with electronic piano - the first time they used it. 
TO56 VERSION OF "MEMORIES OF YOU": Recorded at same session as "What is your Decision" - Leo Rogers sold 
the Andrea masters to George Goldner and Gee. 
"THREE WISHES": Nicky and Willie together at the beginning, then Dicey. 
"THE LAST DANCE": F/S of Maxine Brown answer song sung by Hank Jernigan, Demp's friend. 

: Harptones never really dug this record as it was originally sung slowly and tempo was 
speeded up at recording session by M. Craft. 
RUTH MC FADDEN: Cita did all kinds of work for her and Old Town; all for nothing. Group backed her up on 
"School Boy", Old Town #1030, which was the same song as "Loving A Girl Like You". The Harptones had 
nicknamed it "School Girl". 
CAROL BLADES: Carol was 13 or 14 years old when she sung "When Will I Know"/"What Did She Do Wrong", 
ee . The Harptones backed her up on both sides. 
ROCKIN WITH THE BLUES: The first Rock n' Roll movie ever made. Fritz Pollard produces and the Harptones 
would like to forget it. Also in flick were Hal Jackson, Linda Hopkins and Miller Sisters. 
ROYALE CITA CHORUS: At sometimes included members of Harptones, Joytones and Lyrics. Curtis sang with 
the Lyrics. 


Just as the 5 Keys, Swallows and Larks have a place in the hearts of the Harptones, there is one 
man who had more of a profound infJuence on Rhythm and Blues in New York than any other. Raoul Cita who 
took care of the Harptones in the early days and wrote so many of those beautiful songs, also produced 
records, produced, managed and arranged for the Lyrics, Roy and Gloria, the Joytones, Don Covay, Eddie 
Cooley, Carol Blades, Ruth McFadden, Bunny Paul and according to Ron Brighton arranged the first record- 
ing of Summer's Love on Bruce (never released) before the Valentines went to Old Town and Rama. Amidst 
all the personal and collective tragedy that has befallen this group, it is an indescribable experience 
to witness their resugence into an era perhaps more tragic than the one in which they began. Anyone 
who has seen or heard the Harptone experience can attest to this. An accappella version of "That's The 
Way It Goes" or "I'll Never Tell" is a vivid reminder of how four distinct voices can be blended into 
this perfectly polished group. I wish that everyone could share the warmth, humor and personality of 
five beautiful people that is so much a part of this very beautiful vocal group.

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EL DORADOS & KOOL GENTS

At a recent Oldies Show at the Academy of Music I interviewed John Carter bass of the new ElDorados. 
Several months earlier, Louie Silvani interviewed Robert Bitts who filled in for ill members of the 
ElDorados as bass and baritone. From the two interviews the following story emerged. 

The original members of the ElDorados came from Chicago, Ill. and attended Englewood High School. 
They were originally called the Five Stars but in reality there was six members. Arthur Basset - lead, 
Pirkle Lee Moses Jr., - lst tenor, Jewell Jones - tenor, Louis Bradley - 2nd tenor, James Maddox - 
baritone and Richard Nichens - bass. In 1954 the group entered a talent show at the Club DeLisa and won 
first prize. A local Disc Jockey, Al Benson, took the group to Vee Jay Records and they were signed to 
a recording contract by Vivan Carter, owner of Vee Jay. In 1954 the group released their first Vee Jay 
side with Arthur Basset singing lead on "My Lovin Baby". Due to the success of the Midnighters' - Annie 
Records, Vee Jay brought a young girl into the studios and had the group cut Annie's Answer with Hazel 
McCollum in the lead. Just before "Annie's Answer" was recorded Arthur Basset joined the Air Force and 
Pirkle Lee Moses took over the lead. Jewell Jones moved over to first tenor and the five man ElDorados 
were born. In 1955 the group started the year off with a bang with their release of one of the biggest 
R/B hits of all time, "At My Front Door" (Crazy Little Mama). Robert Bitts can be heard on two sides by 
the group "I Began To Realize" and "There In The Night". The last recording by the original ElDorados 
was "A Rose For My Darling". In 1957 the ElDorados felt that Vee Jay was not treating them fairly and 
refused to record. Pirkle Lee Moses still wanted to stay with Vee Jay but he was left in Chicago with 
no group. The other four members went to Oakland California. 

Let us now go back in time again to 1955. At Marshall High School in Chicago were five other young 
men, Dee Clark, Johnny Carter, Teddy Long, John McCall and Douglas Brown. They formed a singing group 
but had no name. A local Dise Jockey, Herb Kent, called himself the Cool Gent. Dee Clark went to see 
him and asked for an audition with Vee Jay Records. Mr. Kent liked them and soon after the group was 
signed to a contract with Vee Jay Records and they became the Kool Gents. In 1955 they released their 
first record "This Is The Night" and shortly after that a second record, "I Just Can't Help Myself". 

In 1956, Vee Jay changed their names to the Delegates and released a novelty tune called "The Conven- 
tion". Vee Jay purchased two masters from a local Chicago label, Ping. One of the masters was "Mother's 
Son" by the DeBonairs, Ping #1000. The DeBonairs had broken up and Vee Jay felt that the record would 
sell. They had the Delegates re-sing "Mother's Son" and released it in 1956. Around this time Dee Clark 
left the group and Vee Jay released "Gloria" billing the record as Dee Clark. (the Kool Gents/Delegates 
are backing him up). 

The year is 1957 and Vee Jay has Pirkle Lee Moses with no group and the Kool Gents, Delegates with 
no lead. So they joined forces and the new ElDorados are born; consisting of Pirkle Lee Moses, Johnny 
Carter, Teddy Long, John McCall and Douglas Brown. This group recorded two discs for Vee Jay. "Lights 
Are Low" and "Three Reasons Why". The group fell into inactivity after "Lights Are Low". They came out 
of the shadows once more backing Dee Clark on a new version of "At My Front Door" for the Abner label. 

The remaining members of the ElDorados reformed a new group called These Four ElDorados and cut one 
record, "Lonely Boy", for the Academy Label (#838) out of Chicago. The members of this group were Jewell 
Jones, James Maddox, Louis Bradley and Marvin Smith. 

I asked John if the DelPrados recording of "Oh Baby" on the Lucky 4 Label #1029 was any members of 
the groups listed above and he said no. The final question was which group sang "It's No Wonder" which 
was released on the Oldies 45 Label in the 1960s. John listened to the record and replied "That's The 
Magnificents". 

The new ElDorados have a new release out today called "Looking In From The Outside" on the Paula 
label. Look for it.

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The Vibranaires

At the Third Original Rock and Roll Show in New York I was backstage interviewing 
Arlene Smith of the Chantels and "Pookie" Hudson of the Spaniels. Having concluded 
these interviews, I was about to leave when I spied a fellow who I recognized as one 
of Sonny Til's Orioles. I was pretty sure that none of the original members were sti}} 
with Sonny but I had the presence of mind to ask him if he had ever sung with any 
other groups. To my amazement he told me that he had been the lead singer of a group 
called The Vibranaires. His name was Bobby Thomas, and as we were talking we were 
joined by Mike Robinson, who had been the second tenor of the group. Coincidentally 
Mike had been on the same show as a member of Tony Williams' Platters. They told me 
that the other members of the Vibranaires were Herbie Cole, Jimmy Roach and Roosevelt 
McDuffie. They were from Asbury Park, New Jersey. One night in 1954 the group was sing- 
ing at The Three Towers Inn and Joel Turnero happened to be in the audience. After the 
show he came backstage and offered them a contract with the Flaps Recording Company of 
New York. Flaps was owned by "Luxie" Hanford, who released the groups two Turnero 
produced recordings"Doll Face" and "Stop Torturing Me" on The After Hours and The 
Chariot labels respectively. Neither Thomas nor Robinson knew anything about the group | 
called The Vibes who recorded for ABC Paramount or The Vibes who made at least two 
recording for the Allied labels. In fact, they claimed that the group broke up after 
their first two recordings because Thomas and one other member were drafted. In retro- 
spect they both both felt that the poor distribution setup by the record company was 
responsible for the low sales of their discs, but they both held warm memories of 
their brief career as The Vibranaires.

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A Chance Meeting By Joe Sicurella 


On July 25,1971, I went to Palisades Park to see Earl Lewis and the Channels per- 
form as well as two groups produced by Harvey Fugua - The Nightlighters and New Birth. 
I walked into the Circus Bar and Restaurant and there was Mr. Fugua sitting at the 
table. I introduced myself and he invited to sit down. I asked Mr. Fugua if it was 
true that Marvin Gaye sang with him. He stated Marvin Gaye was a member of the 
Spinners that backed him up on the "Tri Phi" label. His biggest hit was "That's What 
Girls Are Made For". He also stated Marvin sang on two or three later Moonglows 
records when the Spinners used the Moonglows name on the "Chess" label. Harvey was 
very pleased when I informed him that "Twelve Months of The Year" was a much sort 
after record and was selling for up to $5.00. Harvey explained that he was once 
married to Gwen Gordy, but that he did not go to Motown in its formative years. 

Harvey related that big companies still have not learned how to promote R/B 
groups, although they gave great promotion to artists like Elvis and John Denver. 

(The vibrations were interpreted by me as meaning white's alright and black ain't 
quite) This seems to me an observation valid in 1951 and perhaps unfortunately still 
true in 1971. I was not surprised when our conversation turned to the Moonglows re- 
cordings and he informed me that he did not have any of his recordings. He was offered 
all his records a couple of months ago by a collector while at a convention in Phil. 
He will be going back to Phil. to pick up the records. 

He was very happy that The Nightlighters' "K-Gee" had been played on WABC and 
hoped it would be a hit. I told Harvey it was a pleasure meeting him -- we shook hands 
and I left. A short time later, Hal Jackson got Harvey to come up on stage. The people 
gave him a warm reception and seemed to remember the name The Moonglows and "Sincerely". 
Hal asked him if he would be recording again with The Moonglows. Harvey said something 
inaudible and nodded his head affirmatively.

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Some of the Romance of record collecting was lost when the bootlegging began. I remember a very early effort,"I'm 
Yours” by the Flamingoes on a bogus Parrot label (the famous "Bronxville" bootleg). Most of us who gathered weekly at 
Times Square Records regarded this effort as a joke. Besides the misspelling, the sound was terrible, the red plastic 
was not true in color or consistency, and Slim sold it as a bootleg since everybody knew it was a phoney. Almost every- 
body anyway since a few of the casual and younger collectors were taken in. Some badly, it hurt a bit. 

I was the victim a few years later. Never having seen an original "Rollin" label (my hard luck I guess), I traded a 
red plastic copy of "My Lovin Baby" by the Eldorados on Vee Jay (Tom and I found a box in Cleveland) for what seemed to 
be an original of "Melba" by the Dreamers. I found out later, it wasn't. I lost a lot of respect for the small group of 
collectors who passed off many copies of "Melba" that month. It made me a little sick to realize that such people 
existed in our ranks. It made others, who were hurt more than I was even sicker. Some did not return to collecting. 
Should you really have to investigate the records you buy, the people you buy them from? A drag, to say the least. 
Remember, when wheeling and dealing in the subway station on Saturday afternoon was the thing to do, you couldn't play 
the records, just be sharp, keep the faith or both. As a result of these experiences, the most knowledgeable guys 
learned to trust no one, but the younger collectors were still getting stung. It discouraged some, embitted others. 

But it became a fact of collecting so we lived with it. 

Next came a fairly productive period. Rare records were bootlegged on labels other than the original and were sold 
at a very reasonable price. Remember the labels?..Hammer, Mello, Edaphonic etc. The sound on some were good, on most 
poor. But they did sell for a reasonable price. If you truly loved the music, not just the paper, "Pizza Pie" sounded 
as good on Hammer as it did on Capitol. Wide spread acceptance of these bootlegs were held back only by poor sound 
quality on most. And, of course, the originals were still to be found. 

Now we come to the present day art of bootlegging - "reproductions" of original labels for about $5.00 per copy, 

a recent price war, not good intentions, has brought the price down as of this writing. First, let me say that I believe 
bootlegs and bootleggers provide a worthwhile and desirable service to record collecting. Since the originals are now 
truly scarce, the old group sounds are being made available to everyone, everywhere through bootlegging. You can now 
enjoy even the rarest recordings in your own home, at any time. If you truly love the music, bootlegging is a great 
thing. But I have two complaints. First, the price is too high and more important "unidentified" bootlegs maybe causing 
more harm than good. If bootlegs become good enough, we could see the end of collecting in this decade. 

Before I talk about these and other points, I must get two things off my chest. I've been collecting for over eleven 
years and I fully realize the magic and romance of an original label. But much more important is the music itself. I 
love the music. So much that Tom and I have devoted eight years to keeping the sound alive in New York City, and now in, 
Philadelphia. I am into this music as much as any man can be into anything. So I can't understand why someone would spend 
$5.00 for "Pizza Pie" on a bootleg Capitol rather then $1.00 on a Hammer (this is just an example. I realize Hammer may 
not be available, but if it were, I'm sure someone would still buy the Capitol boot.) I can see spending as much as $100 
on the original, but not $5.00 on a picture of the original label. I'd like to see the return of labels like Hammer, 
Mello and Crystal where good sounds could be available to the person that loves this music at a low price. Despite the 
service provided by bootlegging over the years, the great original labels have been cheapened a bit by the existence of 
these copies. It's crazy, but that lovely Chicago lady, the Chance label, sheds a tear, I believe, whenever a copy is 
printed bearing her name. Maybe I'm sentimental, but I would have perferred it if the original labels were left sacred 
and all bootlegs were on “other labels", 

Back to the modern scene. Current bootlegs are better than ever. Early reproductions were easy to spot. Label paper 
was wrong, the vinyl was different in quality, consistency and weight were wrong and the sound was terrible. If you 
couldn't spot a label or vinyl difference, just playing the record was a giveaway. But now the quality is getting 
better each month. I am strongly in favor of better sound quality on boots, but I am beginning to fear the advances 
made in the label and vinyl quality (especially since bootlegs are still not identified as such). I would say that in 
the next few years, someone will come close to a perfect bootleg. Maybe the original paper will be found, perhaps a 
bunch of original vinyl or even the original master tapes will be available. Then a hurry up aging process will be 
thought up. It just might be that the average collector could be in trouble if he's not extremely careful, Think about 
it. It's a longshot, an experienced collector should always be able to tell a boot, but if it happens, alot of collec- 
tors might just give up. 

Enough about the future and back to the main point of this article: Bootlegs should be identified and there's no 
reason why they can't or shouldn't be. The problem with unidentified bootlegs is that many collectors are being screwed 
by the thieves in this business. An inexperienced guy or a guy in a weaker moment, might be suckered into paying top 
dollar for a boot, especially if the quality of boots continues to improve. Please don't say, "Let the buyer beware", 
because that's a hassle nobody needs and that attitude will bring about the end of collecting. Reason: the guys getting 
stung with boots are the younger collectors who will be responsible for carrying on the tradition of collecting rare 
group sounds. If they get screwed too often, it might sour them enough to quit. Many young teenagers are discovering 
the old group sounds all over the country and some are seeking originals. If crooks deal boots to them, we could lose 
many promising new collectors. 

Mr. Bootlegger, please start identifying your product as a copy. It's very simple. Just scratch the letter "R" for 
reproduction or "B" for bootleg or some such name in the vinyl surrounding the label, You could have this grooved 
right into the stamper along with the record number and other information that appears in the blank vinyl area around 
each label. This won't ruin the label or the record at all. If you are concerned that your product is being passed off 
as an original, and some bootleggers, I'm sure, aren't, then this simple step will be of great service to collectors 
and collecting. If you don't care or your selling point is that your boots are good enough to be passed off to the 
suckers as originals, then I hope that you are caught, fined and jailed. To you collectors who are honestly concerned 
about the morals of business and the future of collecting, please scratch a mark in the vinyl of the boots you have 
bought so that, when and if they are sold, they will be always recognized as copies. If you are intent on deceiving or 
robbing others with your copies, then I hope you get stuck with a bootleg of “Diddle Le Boom" by the Love Larks on 
Masons (how's the fidelity on that boot grab you?). Please don't laugh at all this. Young collectors are getting fooled 
with bootlegs, even if they're obvious to us. There's no reason why a bootleg can't be identified as I described above. 
If there is, Mr. Bootlegger, please write in and let me know. 

The second point is obvious to those who know how much it costs to manufacture a bootleg. I'll be brief. Boots cost 
too much. If you haven't already, please lower your prices. 

I realize I have written on a very controversial subject and perhaps half of you will agree with my ideas. If 
identifying bootlegs never comes to pass, at least I had my go at it. It's really up to you, force the bootleggers to 
identify their products and lower their prices. Furthermore, and this is corny but Crue, it's the right thing to do. 
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interest to you.

THE PASSIONS 

The Passions come from Brooklyn, New York. The original members of the group 
were Jimmy Gallagher, lead, Tony Armato, lst. tenor, Al Galione, 2nd. tenor and 
Vin Acerno, baritone who was replaced by Lou Rotondo right after their second 
release. The group has remained close friends over the years. At several recent 
revival shows the boys have recieved warm receptions from the audience. 

Jimmy originally sang with a group called the Runarounds* until he joined with Tony, 
Al and Vin to form the Passions. 

Tony sang with the Overons*, two of the members of this group, Al Cracolici and 
Bob Ferrante went on to form the Mystics and the fourth member joined an instrumental 
group called the Honeystrollers on Glory and the Crystals on Brent. Tony then formed 
a group called the Sincers* with Al and Vin that eventually became the Passions. 

Al beside recording with the Passions also cut a record with the Four Evers on 
Columbia. 

Lou sang with a group called the Del-Rays* two of who's members later went on to 
form the Classics. Today with Emil Stucchio, lead of the Classics, he is a member of 
a new group called the Profits (See Record Reviews in this issue). 

The Mystics brought them to the attention of their manager, Jim Grible who liked 
them so much he immediatly signed them to a contract. From this point on they were 
a tremendous success. Their first two recordings sold in excess of a ¥ million copies. 
The original demo of "Just To Be With You" was given to the group and sung by Carole 
King and Paul Simon (& Garfunkle). This record was later covered by Rudy West of the 
Five Keys on King."I Only Want You" was taken from the melody of "Life Is But A Dream” 
speeded up. Their version of "Gloria" still stands as the most successful revival of 
the Cadillac classic. On hearing the group today, you will have to admit that they 
sound as good as ever.

As most of us know by now, The Jacks and the Cadets were the same group. The group first called 
themselves the Cadets. They started using the name the Jacks with "Why Don't You Write Me" on the RPM 
label. After "Why Don't You Write Me" was released the group released several more records on the RPM 
and Modern labels using several different names. Both labels were owned by the Binarhi brothers on the 
west coast. This group was an exception to the rule because they covered many original Rhythm and Blues 
hits after they became established on the charts. Their two biggest hits were "Stranded In The Jungle" 
which was originally recorded by the Jay Hawks and "Why Don't You Write Me” originally done by the 
Feathers. Two famous personnel that came out of this group are Lead: Aaron Collins and Bass: Will Jones. 
Will Jones later sang bass for the Coasters and Aaron Collins formed the Flares on the Press label and 
had a big hit with "Foot Stompin’. Another member of the Cadets/Jacks was George Hollis who was with 
Aaron in the Flares group. Aaron Collins also had a group on the Ensign label called the Peppers.The Cadets 
group also sang under the name the Rocketeers on the MJC label and the Cadets on the Jan-Lar label. The 
Cadets/Jacks backed up many single artists for the Binarhi brothers such as Donna Hightower, Dolly Cooper, 
Young Yesse and believe it or not, Paul Anka on his first recording "I Confess" on the RPM label. The group 
was made up of four members but there is a picture, printed in this issue, showing a five man group. 

In my opinion some of their better recordings are:"My Darling", "I'm Confessing" and "So Wrong" by the 
Jacks on RPM, "If It Is Wrong" by the Cadets on Modern and "My Reckless Heart" by the Rocketeers on the 
MJC label. The group may have recorded under the name the Rockets and Rocketeers on the Modern label but 
I am not too sure of this fact. Aaron Collins is still singing today and I heard a single release by him 
about a year ago. Anymore information on this group would be appreciated, especially from our California 


readers.

HACKENSACK RECORD KING 
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The year is 1971 and records are getting harder to find as each day passes. This 
goes for everything, Blues, Rock and Roll, single artists and above all the old 
group Rhythm and Blues sound. If you are lucky enough to come up with a good odd 
group sound that nobody has then you will have no trouble in asking your price for 
it. Many records are going for $50.00 now and if you come up with a real lucky strike 
like the Bachelors on Aladdin then you can really ask your own price. Last year I 
needed money to open up my new record store and I sold the Bachelors record along 
with "My Lost Love" by the Revels on Atlas for $250.00. They were the only copies I 
had and I knew that after I sold them I would never see them again on the original 
labels. If you have picked them up in the last couple of months on 45 RPM don't get 
excited because they are probably bootlegs. They both have been booted within the 
last twelve months. If any of my readers have these records on 78s, I will pay $30 
each for them. In regards to 78s, I feel that if you are a new collector your best 
bet is to go after 78s. You can still pick up some rare sides for three or four bucks. 

Last week, I had a run of good luck. A guy walked into my store with a bunch of 
recuts he wanted to trade. In between the recuts were two records that made me flip. 
After seven years of searching for the Love Notes on Premium #611, there it was in my 
hands. "A Love Like Yours" is a jump tune and it's backed with "Never Look Behind" a 
fantastic ballad. The record came out saying the True Loves but if you peel back a 
small sticker on the label you will find underneath the Love Notes. This was done 
because after the labels were printed, the company realized that there was another 
group called the Love Notes on the Holiday label and they didn't want to get the 
two groups confused. This record has got to be the best song ever recorded on the 
Premium label. The other record was one that I never say in my life, "Please Be My 
Guy" by Cleo and the Crystaleers on Cindy #3003. Both records came out about 1957 
and are top quality New York sounds. I feel that the Cindy label was part of the 
Johnson complex. Speaking of Johnson, did you know "Don't Ask Me To Be Lonely" by 
the Dubs was first released on the Johnson label. The original label for "Every 
Beat Of My Heart" by Gladis Knight and the Pips was not Fury. The original label 
was HUNTON, a small label out of Atlanta Ga. I believe Atlanta is the group's home 
town. Bobby Robinson must have heard the record and signed the group. He then had 
them resing the song for Fury. The Rainbows recording of "Mary Lee" on Red Robin is 
different then the version on Fire. There are also three different versions of "A 
Sunday King Of Love" by the Harptones on Bruce. The original came out on a maroon 
colored label with script writting. Don't try to find the record because it is very 
rare. What happened is that the record was recut so many times they had to use several 
different masters. They are almost exactly the same and you have to listen very 
close to hear the difference. Let me share two little secrets with you about fairly 
common records that you may have in your collection. If you own a copy of "Winter 
Blue" by the Cupcakes, Diamond #177 then you own a gem. The record is fantastic if 
you play it at 33 RPM and sounds like a male group recording from 1953 or 54. Another 
record that is very common and almost everybody owns is "Til" by the Angels, Caprice 
#104. If you flip the record over and play "A Moment Ago" at 33 RPM you will find 
another male group classic sung in the 50s style. Well thats about it for this issue, 
I hope that you enjoyed reading my column and please write to Bim Bam Boom and let us 
know what you want me to write about.

Jay-Dee and Davis Records were owned by Joe Davis a former A/R man for M.G.M. 
Mr. Davis supervised the four recordings by the Crickets on the M.G.M. label. In 
my interview with Freddie Barksdale of the Crickets, he informed me that the group 
signed a contract with Mr. Davis not with M.G.M. They released "For You I Have Eyes" / 
“I'll Cry No More" and "Your Mine"/"Milk and Gin" on the M.G.M. label. Around July of 
1953, Mr. Davis decided he wanted to own his own company and started the Jay-Dee Label 
with officers at 441 West 49th. Street in New York City. Mr. Davis took the Crickets 
with him and on July 18, 1953 released the first record on the label "Dreams and Wishes" 
by the Crickets, Jay-Dee #777. The three sevens were for good luck and the name for the 
company came from Mr. Davis' initials. Number 785 was released on Jan. 1954, #797 -Jan. 


1955, #804 - June 1955 and the last record released by the Jay-Dee label was #810 by 
the Scale-Tones on Feb. 18, 1956. 

Davis Records was started around Jan. 1956. The first reference date that I can 
find for Davis was on Feb. 4, 1956 in Billboard Magazine were Davis #444 - "As God Is 
My Judge" by Dean Barlow was reviewed. On June 9, 1956 - Davis #447 "Love Is True" by 
the Chestnuts was reviewed in Billboard. Listed below is a list of recordings released 
by the Jay-Dee and Davis Labels.

A couple of months ago Tom Luciani and myself went to see The Five Satins 
at a local Nite Club in the Bronx. During our interview with the Satins, Jimmy 
Curtis who is a member of the Satins today stated that he was a former member 
of the Chestnuts. (Jimmy is second from the right in picture below). My ears 
perked up and the following article was born. 

The Chestnuts came from New Haven, Conn. and starting singing in 1955. The 
original members of the group were Leroy Griffin - (not same as Nutmegs lead), 
lead singer, Rubin White, Bass, Lymon Hopkins, lst. tenor, his brother Frank 
Hopkings, 2nd. tenor and Jimmy, Baritone. The group went to several Recording 
Companies and were told to go back home and get more practice. The group did 
this and returned to New York and visited Joe Davis of Jay-Dee Records. Mr. 
Davis told the guys that he would record them if they had a different lead, 
preferably a female. The group returned to New Haven and contacted Ruby Whitiker 
who agreed to sing lead for the group. Leroy Griffin then left the group. The 
Chestnuts returned to Jay-Dee and recorded "Love Is True"/"It's You I Love" and 
“Forever I Vow"/"Brother Ben" which were released on the Davis Label. After a 
couple of other songs on different labels, Jimmy and Ruby left the group and 
Bill Baker (Five Satins fame) joined the remaining three fellers and added a 
third Hopkins brother Arthur. The Bill Baker group cut several more records 
and then faded into obscurity. Jimmy informed me that Miss Whitiker passed 
away a couple of years ago and Rhythm and Blues music lost another great 
voice. One other note of interest, after Jimmy left the Chestnuts he joined 
the Four Haven Knights.

There are so many group records that the collector might not be aware of because 
only the lead singer is named on the label. I came across a fantastic record while 
at Val Shively's. The record is "Going Home" by Jimmy Ricks, Mercury #70330. The 
Ravens are on the record doing an unbelievable job. Joe Van Lon does second lead as 
usual and gives the record a fantastic ending similar to many of his other high tenor 
endings. Orther records to look for are, "It's Heavenly" by Ann Alford (Groove #0172), 
"Delores" by Roscoe Thorne (Atlas #1033), "Tell The Truth" by Larry Birdsong, (Calvert 
#104), "I Remember" by Wee Willie Wayne, (Imperial #5355) plus many too numerous to 
list. 

I was reading an article on Oscar McLollie and his Honeyjumpers and noticed his 
saxaphone player was Fats Theus. I thought this to be strange because Oscar McLollie 
recorded "Be Cool My Heart", (Modern #915) and there was also a cover version on 
Aladdin #3324 by Fatso Theus and the Flairs. Does anyone know anything about this? 

Did You know that Marv Johnson was lead the lead in a vocal group known as the 
Serenaders? They were from Detroit. Could this be the Serenaders on the Chock Full 
Of Hits label? 

Gregory Carroll, an original member of the Four Buddies on the Savoy label, claims 
that the Four Buddies on the Club 51 label were a white group. A friend of mine was 
talking to a member of the Ray-o-Vac and he also said that the group was white. 
Incidently Gregory left The Four Buddies and joined the Orioles. That was in 1953 when 
The Orioles recorded "Crying In The Chapel". He appeared with The Orioles last year at 
a Revival Show, and is now singing with The Ravens. Also singing with The Ravens are 
Warren Suttles, Jimmy Breedlove and of course Jimmy Ricks. From what I have heard, Joe 
Van Lon has also rejoined the group. 

There are many collectors who still think that Ben E. King was with the original 
Drifters. King was a member of The Crowns. They signed with Atlantic Records and were 
renamed The Drifters. The original Drifters had broken up and Atlantic after having 
success with the group wanted to continue using the name. The new Drifters first 
release was "There Goes My Baby". Today there are two groups known as The Drifters. 
One group recently reunited is the group that backed Ben E. King, consisting of a few 
members of the Five Crowns. The other group with Johnny Moore, a member of the original 
Drifters (Moore did not join the group until around 1955). The group with Johnny Moore 
is still recording for Atlantic. Another note of interest is that Johnny Moore became 
a member of the new Drifters in the sixties. As members dropped new ones were added. 
At the present time both groups are being billed as the Original Drifters. 

I've heard that The Velours are recording again as The Fantastics for Bell Records. 
The Five Keys featuring Rudy West have just signed with Columbia Records. The Five 
Satins are with RCA and released a record about two months ago. The Channels featuring 
Earl Lewis are recording for Rare Bird Records. The Genies and The El Dorados for Ronn- 
Jewel and The Harptones are going to be waxing again. Its great to see all these 
great groups back again. 

If you listen closely to "Counting My Teardrops" by the Jayhawks, (Flash #105), 
right after the lead recites "Darling, I'm counting my teardrops" you'll hear a phone 
he in recording studio? ring. 

That is about it "For Collectors Only" this issue. I hope that you found it of 
interest.

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BREAKING UP _IS HARD TO DO ~ Channel featuring Earl Lewis - RARE BIRD #5017 - Good song, poor production 
and fails to use Channels style of singing. No bass or tenor vocal workout. 

YOU CAME TO ME - Blue Sky Boys - BLUE SKY #100 - Fantastic! One of the best offerings in Aceppella sing- 
ing. Group can really harmonize and Mr. Ostrom in the lead is great. Very early or mid 50's sound. 
Should be collected. 

GEE WHIZ - Heartaches - SKY DISC #639A - Strong harmonizing and a good lead makes this up dated version 
of the Carla Thomas hit a good bet for R & B Chart action. A Doo-Wop of the 70's. 

WIND - The Profits (Alias the Classics) - SIRE #SI-353 - Step in the right direction, but lacks the 
definite feel of the Diablos and Jester's ballads. This up tempo version could find a nostalgic weakness 
and sell. GOOD EFFORT. 

MY HEART'S DESIRE - The Bon-Aires - CATAMOUNT - Excellent material and extra special harmonizing make 
this song and group a sure hit. About time we had the band backing up the group and not the group being 
fit into the arrangemant. Will be bought and played. Same song that was done by the Avalons. 
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ZIPPETY-Z2I1P - The Empires - AMP-3 #132 - Excellent up tempo ditty sung with feeling. A must for any 
collector. Good Arrangement and vocal harmony. 

LEMON SQUEEZER/I GOT TO GO BACK AGAIN - The Barons — REGENT #1026* - This record is typical of an early 
R/B recording. "Lemon Squeezer" is a fantastic sound but flip is really excellent. Very polished. 
CONGRATULATIONS = The Fortunes - ARGO #5364 - Little known cover version of the Turbans' big hit by a 
fine white group. Makes pleasant listening and a good battle of the groups record. 

WHY CAN'T YOU TREAT ME RIGHT - The Sequins - RED ROBIN #140 @ - Excellent early New York R&B uptempo 
rocker. One of the best sides I've heard in a long time. A must for any collector.
